MEANTIME—WHAT ABOUT THE | 
POWER QUESTION? 
‘iy 


“Sound and fury, signifying nothing, 
is the sufficient record of Tuesday eve- 
ning’s meeting of the city council. The 
upshot is that nothing was done toward 
a solution of the power question on the 
basis of getting for Edmonton the cheap- 
est power available. 

That part of the evening which was de- 
voted to the business in hand was spent 
discussing the offer of the Calgary Power 
Company. But that offer had been before 
council for weeks, It had been debated 
by the aldermen behind closed doors a 
month or so ago, Tt had long since been 
analyzed by Mr, Cunningham, and the re- 
sults reported. 

But. nothing was done, or 
mitted to be done, to elucidate the com- 
petitive bids which had been subsequently 
put in. Of the three of these, omy one re- 
mains. The other two went into the waste 
basket without ceremony. And if prece- 
dent counts for anything the inference is 
that the third may go the same road when 
council meets again. Why this refusal to 
go into these alternative propositions in 
the way the directors of any business or- 
ganization would do? 

If the tone of Tuesday's meeting is to 
be trusted, it is not the intention 
to submit any power proposal whatever to 
the burgesses for approval or rejection. 
Why else should aldermen work them- 
selves into fury at the suggestion, and de- 
claim that there is nothing in the city 
charter or the provincial statutes which 
can compel them to submit a proposal to | 
the taxpayers? Why should statutory 
compulsion be needed in a matter of such 
importance? Just what is the objection 
to letting the taxpayers express their 
views ? 

One might suppose that on an issue of 
such vital moment a city council would 
give frank and impartial study to every 
bona fide proposal that was put before it, | 
would secure independent expert advice | 
on all these proposals, and would in the 
end invite the burgesses to take the re- 
sponsibility of saying by their votes which 
of the possible courses of action they 
wished to take. Instead, Edmonton's 
council tosses power offers from respon- 
sible parties into the waste basket without 
consideration, and in effect announces to 
the taxpayers that it is none of their busi- 
ness how the matter is dealt with. 

The conclusion is that the present city 
council has no intention of dealing with 
the power question in a thorough-going 
way, of securing power for Edmonton at 
the lowest possible cost, and of making 
sure that Edmonton power users will not 
have to pay more than those in other west- 
ern cities. And that it has precisely as 
little intention of trying to create that mu- 
tual confidence between taxpayers and 
council without which a progressive civic 
policy is not possible,

5,000 NEW FARMS 


Hon. George Hoadley estimates that 
850,000 acres of land which was newly 
broken last season will be under crop this 
year in Alberta, That is equivalent to 
more than 5,000 farms of a quarter sec- 
tion each, all entirely under crop.

All these may develop menial) 
muscle; but cleverness is the ability t+ 
get the most out of the musele you 
have. It is the direction of your mind 
with the right stroke—keeping ils 
edges sharp, using your mental tools 
however simple they may be, to good 
purpose. It's a poor workman who 
complains of poor tools; and only a 
good one knows how to use good tools 

All of which may not supply a 
complete picture of cleverness, but in- 
dicates the kind of features of which 
it is composed. What makes it diffi- 
cult to create a portrait out of it Se 
that there are varieties of Intelligence 
and of cleverness; much depends on 
what it is put to, 

The best term for that {s aptitude; 
consequently we have intelligence tests 
and we have aptitude tests, The first 
tests general mental fitness; the sec 
ond special fitness for the qualities 
and tasks of the engineer, or the sales 
man, or the social worker, Aptituar 
tests may indicate what you're xa 
and what you're poor at, but the 
don't reveal the underlying aptitude of 
putting that aptitude to auick, prompt 
resourceful service—which is clever 
ness 

The clever man, and the clever 
woman particularly, is a good guesser 
Mental cleverness puts two and twe 
together quickly, reads signs and clues 
responds alertly to situations, plays at 
the game of idens with zest and gets 
there, Cleverr.ss isn’t the whole of 
mental fitness nora substitute for 
other and sterner qualities that ec 
into the making of it, but cleverness 
has & proper market value. 
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ays:

If they uarrel or fight witha 
neighbor's children, assume that they| 
are in the right and accept their ver- 
sion of the affair without investiga- 
tion.
